pram to conserve water and 
some long overdue ram have 
combined to turn the tide in 
New York City's reservoirs. 


The city's upstate reservoirs 


have — for the first time 
in 


many months — not only kept 
pace with the daily demand for 
water but have raised their lev- 


Since last Friday about 93 


billion gallons of water have run 
into the reservoirs from rains 
Heavy rains over the past three 
weekends have sent 22 billion 
gallons into the reservoirs. 


This combination of gain and 


saving is a cause for "encour- 
agement" but not "rejoicing." 
Water Commissioner Armand 
D'Angelo said Monday. "We 
still have to continue our inten- 
sive conservation program to 
save water." 


The city's water supply Mon- 


day was 177.6 billion gallons, up 
500 million gallons from the day 
before. That is 37 3 per cent of 
the reservoirs' capacity. 


Many billions of gallons more 


are needed to raise the reser- 
voirs to anything approaching 
normal capacity. It would not 
be until then that the city could 
consider lifting its water use 
restrictions.

An educational study group has come 


up with some sort of proof of the old saw 
that "necessity is the mother of inven- 
tion." 


The System Development Corporation 


of Santa Monica. California, made a year 
and half study of various school systems 
and programs which had adopted untra- 
ditional methods of education. Four dif- 
ferent groups of principals, state depart- 
ment officials and teachers from 
educa- 


tional departments of colleges visited fif- 
teen school systems in seven states for 
the non-profit research organization 


Their report shows that all four groups 


found that the schools with innovations 
•were going through one or another kind 
of crisis in their own educational 
com- 


munities. Rapid growth of school popu- 
lation, major changes in the economy 
or 


structure of the community the school 
served and the action of well-organized 
pressure groups were responsible for the 
development of new methods. In all there 
was also the sign of "strong, positive and 
dynamic leadership" by the superintend- 
ent and other school official?. 


But while emergencies seemed to give 


the impetus to innovations, the results ac- 
complished did not merely handle large 
numbers of students or react to pressure 
groups.

Why is it so hard to explain

sounds too self-rishteoLis to be 
real or convincing. It forgets 
that other people have their 
own experience in world af- 
fairs, 
that 
political wisdom 


cannot be measured by ma- 
terial power, and that no good 
a!iy should even be an echo. 
Sometimes it is hard to sepa- 
rate a blundering giant from 
an evil bully. The distinction, 
very clear to us. is less clear 
to others. That is the enduring 
problem. 


In this context it is not with- 


out significance that American 
policy ?s explained by Sena- 
tor Fulbnght. chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
often has a much wider appeal 
outside the United States than 
the explanations offered 
by 


the State Department. 


That is not because he is 


more eloquent or is inspired 
by greater wisdom. It certain- 
ly is not because the outside 
world knows enough to have 
an opinion on his detailed criti- 
cisms. The reason is found in 
the widespread belief that Sen- 
ator Fulbright. in his own per- 
son 
and 
philosophy a n d 


method of stating a case, em- 
bodies certain intellectual and 
moral values which the world 
associates with American poli- 
cy at its best. It is his way 
of looking at the world, and of 
talking to it. that make 
so 


great an appeal. Until the State 
Department learns to profit 
from his example, its 
criti- 


cisms on points of detail will 
avail it nothing. 


For these and other lessons 


we are in the debt of the teach- 
in so wisely organized by the 
University of Toronto.
